To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you,  very  belatedly  I regret  due  to 
pressures  of  work  within  the  Department,  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  at  30th 
June,  1970,  was  11,666,  an  increase  of  240  on  the  estimate  for  1 9&9. 

Registered  live  births  were  five  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year  but 
the  adjusted  rate  per  1,000  population  was  only  0.2  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  Illegitimate  births  were  more  than  doubled  and  expressed  as  a 
percentage  of  all  live  births  at  8$  were  on  a par  with  the  national  figure. 

Twenty-four  fewer  resident  deaths  were  recorded  in  1970  than  in  19^9  and 
the  adjusted  death  rate  per  1,000  population  (7.6)  was  less  by  0.2:  the  rate 
compared  very  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  ( 1 1 .7) • 20.4$  of 

the  deaths  were  of  people  between  the  ages  of  65  and  74  and  57$  75  years  and 
over. 


Coronary,  circulatory  and  respiratory  diseases  were  again  the  principal 
causes  of  death  and  in  fact  89  of  the  120  deaths  in  the  "75  plus"  age  group 
were  allocated  to  one  of  these  causes.  Deaths  from  malignant  disease  were 
three  higher  than  in  1 96 9 and  the  rate  per  1,000  population  (2.92)  exceeded 
the  national  rate  (2.39)  by  0.53. 

While  there  was  nothing  of  special  significance  in  the  incidence  of 
infectious  or  notifiable  disease  during  the  year  under  review,  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  an  increased  response  to  the  offer  by  the  County  Health 
Authority  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  procedures. 

Reference  to  the  portion  of  the  Report  prepared  by  Mr.  Finn  will  show  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  properties  with  waterborne  sewage  disposal 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  introduction  of  the  weekly  kerbside  collection 
of  domestic  refuse  in  the  major  part  of  the  District.  Adequate  and  safe 
methods  of  sewage  and  refuse  disposal,  adequate  supplies  of  pure  and  wholesome 
water,  together  with  the  amenities  provided  by  the  electricity  and  gas 
undertakings  are  I suppose  the  basic  requisites  for  the  needs  of  life  in  this 
decade  and  all  of  these  are  now  widely  available  throughout  the  district  which 
as  a residential  area  must  be  growing  more  attractive  to  those  anxious  to 
escape  from  the  strains  and  drawbacks  of  urban  life. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the 
support  and  co-operation  which  you  and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  and 
other  Council  Department  staffs  have  so  courteously  given  during  the  year.

No  confirmed  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  District  . 

There  was  one  reported  case  of  salmonelle  infection  not  considered  food- 
borne;  this  related  to  a thirty-five  years  old  man  admitted  to  hospital  for 
treatment  of  suspected  ulcerative  colitis.  S.  Virchow  was  isolated  from  his 
stools  but  the  source  of  infection  remained  undetected.

Government  for  a small  sewer  extension  to  serve  6 dwellings  and  a factory 
in  Park  Lane,  Elham. 


(b)  Postling 

A scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  the  village  of  Postling  and 
dwellings  at  Staple  and  New  Barn  was  in  course  of  preparation. 


Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  one  1 ,200  gallon  Pord- 
Eagle  emptier  and  by  hiring  vehicles  from  Messrs.  Purle  Waste  Disposal  Ltd. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  was  to  two  points  in  the  District  - 
Mudsole,  Hawkinge  and  Etchinghill. 


The  work  study  undertaken  by  the  London  Borough's  Management  Services 
Unit  was  completed  and  a second  Ford-Eagle  emptier  with  a 1 ,500  gallon  tank 
was  placed  on  order. 

No  separate  charge  was  levied  for  cesspool  emptying  and  no  limit  was 
imposed  on  the  number  of  emptyings  per  cesspool.

Following  the  introduction  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  during  the  year, 
it  was  possible  to  introduce  a weekly  kerbside  collection  of  domestic  refuse 
throughout  the  larger  part  of  the  District.  The  remaining  few  isolated  and 
scattered  communities  received  a fortnightly  collection. 

A second  Ford/S  & D Pakamatic  collecting  vehicle  was  purchased  during 
the  year. 


Refuse  has  continued  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  Blindhouse  Lane  Tip,  but 
as  this  was  nearly  full,  planning  permission  was  sought  for  the  use  of  the 
disused  sandpit  in  Swan  Lane,  Sellindge. 

Negotiations  between  the  Boroughs  of  Folkestone  and  Hythe  and  the  Rural 
District  Councils  of  Dover  and  Elham  for  the  provision  of  a refuse  incinerator 
at  Hawkinge  Brickfield  continued.  Planning  permission  was  granted  for  the 
erection  of  the  incinerator  and  approach  road.
